Almost all of the 
organizations want money. We recommend that you establish con- 
tact with a group before contributing to it. 

We are grateful to those who took the time and trouble to fill 
out our questionnaire and to those who suggested other organi- 
zations for us to contact. Errors, both typographical and alpha- 
betical, are the editor's fault.

• MohazMeB Islami (NIFA — Nation- 
al Islamic Front of Afghanistan) of Pir 
Sayid Ahmed Gailani. Pro- Western in 
outlook, NIFA is strongest around 
Khandahar and among the Pathans of 
the border areas, from Badakhshan 
down to Ghazni and west to Wardak 
and Kabul, based on the Pfr*s status as 
a Qadiriya Sufic religious leader. 

• Jebhe Afiffl Nefad (National Libera- 
tion Front) of Sibghtulla Modjadcfidi. 
Pathan and Naqshbandi Sufic, this 
group is strong in the Jalalabad, Logar, 
and Khandahar areas, although 
numerically it is the smallest of the ma- 
jor parties. 

• Harakat-i-lnquikbi~hlsiami (Islamic 
Revolutionary Movement) of Moham- 
med Nabi MohammedL Numerically 
large, Harakat represents much of the 
spirit of traditional Afghanistan. Vil- 
lage-based, its leaders are local muL 
Jans. It lacks the Sufi background of 
other traditionalist parties. Strongest 
among Pathans, with widespread sup- 
port, especially in Ghazni, Wardak, 
Koh-i-Safi, Badakhshan and Kunar. 
Two break-away factions are more 
Islamic and less traditional in outlook. 

• Hezbhi-Islami (Islamic Party) of 
Younis Khalis. Khalis is a moderate 
Islamic, strongest among Pathans. He 
was formerly associated with the other 
Hezb party. Kabul and Paktika prov- 
inces have a strong Khalis presence. 
Khalis himself is the only Pakistan- 
based leader who regularly fights in- 
side Afghanistan. Known for hard and 
effective fighting, this party was a 
numerically small unit until 1985, 
when it expanded, largely at the ex- 
pense of Harakat This demonstrated a 
shift toward new leadership from the 
traditional figures embraced by the 
Harakat 

• Jamiai-i-blami (Islamic Society) of 
Professor Burhanuddin Rabbani A 
moderate Islamic, Jamiat is numerical- 
ly large and strongest among the Tad- 
jiks, Uzbeks and Turkmen. Making use 
of the non-tribal nature of Tadjik socie- 
ty — unfike that of the Pathans — 
Jamiat has benefitted from having the 
most effective regional commanders in 
Dari-speaking areas. In the past, 
Jamiat has been attacked by more ex- 
treme fundamentaBsts, Khalis being its 
closest ally. Jamiat has attracted 
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Pathan supporters, especially In the 
Jagdaktk Valley of Nangrahar. Active 
throughout Dart-speaking Afghani- 
stan, Herat, Mazar-e-Sharif, Badakh-

buddin Hekmatyar. The most con- 
troversial Peshawar-based party, Hek-
